Colergan Harwell, Editor of the: 
Nathville Tennessean, explicitly 

stated there never has been “co- 
ercion” to oppose Kluxerism, and 
that his editorials “are based on 
the genuine belief that the Klan 
is a dangerous, lawless organiza 
tion.’ 

Lee Hills, Managing Editor of 
the Miami Herald, said: 

“There have been no instances 
I know of where advertisers have 
exerted any pressure to influence 
tne Herald’s attitude on the Klan 
We oppose the Klan because it is 
a thoroughly un-American gang of 
terrorists.” l 

Atlanta's two editors, Ralph Mc 
Gill, of the Constitution, and 
Wright Bryan, of the Journal, give 
these reasons for their all-out at 
tacks on Green and his hooded 
followers: 

MeGill declared: “The Klan is 
wrong and dangerous for a lot of 
reasons. Its attempt to identify 
itself with the old Klan of recon- 
struction days is a display of gall 
which would sicken a respectable 
buzzard.” 

Bryan stated: “I fight the Klan 
because it is a vicious and harm 
ful influence in nearly 
manifestations.” 

Editor Robert W. Brown, of the 
Columbus (Ga.) Ledger-Enquirer. 
said his paper would battle any 
organization, “regardless of race, 
creed or color, to coin a Klan 
phrase, if they were ae. hood- 
lums such as Grand ~-Weptile 
Green's is.” 

The Mobile Press-Register, ac-| 
cording to Executive Editor) 
George M. Cox, has fought the 
Klan because “it hides behind a 
white sheet and pillow case anony 
mity for its cowardly devilment.” | 

In New Orleans, George W. 
Healy, vice-president of the 
Times-Picayune, recalled his 
newspaper's 1922 anti-Klan the- 
ory as being good today. He told 
INS: “You cannot teach obedi- 
ence to government and law by 
setting the example of defiance 
of both.” 

While many Eastern newspapers 
have publicized the dramatic ride 
of sheeted figures by the light of 
Southern moons, the Southern 
press has lambasted the KAluxer 
leaders. Ridicule of the cross-burn- 
ings and white sheets has been one 
of the editors’ main weapons. 

The editors generally agree that 
their campaigns have been effec: 
tive in holding down the member- 
ship and power of the Kluxers. 

In 1922. the same _ so-called 
“white Protestant American” or- 
ganization managed to scrape up 
an estimated $90 million dollars 
from preaching religious bigotry. 

The “take” for Drs. Green and 
Pruitt these days is considerably 
less than it was for Drs. Colescott 
and Evans. who preceded them by 
almost a generation.

In 19 towns in South Georgia 
and two just across the State line 
in Florida, warehouses aré ready 
for sales to begin. Some of the 82 
warehouses in Georgia already are 
packed to the walls with piles of 
the pungent leaf. Most of the oth- 
ers expect to have every availa- 
ble bit of floor space filled before 
tomorrow night. 

Supporting the optimism of the 
growers were these facts: 

The crop matured earlier this 
year as the weather was favorable. 

The crop has been cured better. 
The selling season is opening four 
days later this year than last 
which has given more time for 
proper curing. 

The crop is a large one but 
prices are in sight. 

Last year’s crop, the smallest 
since 1944, brought a record aver: 
age high. The Government aver 
age .support price is 1.5 cents per 
pound under last vears, but the 
farmers know it’s there, to prop 
up prices if commercial buyers fal 
ler 

And there’s the encouraging

ledgeville on a rainy day looking tired and dreary, yet pleased |

July 24, 1949 


Anna and lIlko, with their 
children Maruschka (Maria), 2, 
and Iranja (John), 2, are living 
on the Thornton dairy farm out- 
side Milledgeville. They are in the 
United States under the Catholic 
Resettlement Commission as Dis- 
placed Persons from a camp in 
Salzburg, Austria. 

The Jeryczuks live in a small 
three room, white house below 
the Thornton home.

The Common Council for American Unity, located in 
the Willkie Building, New York, has produced this large 
book, which may well puncture American complacency 
and start people to thinking. 


Many Europeans believe that 
Americans are too materialistic: 
that American national policy is 
primarily determined by big 
business; that the U. S. is plot 
ting war against Russia; that 
our foreign policy is “too 
changeable” and that the Mar- 
shall Plan is “solely a political 
weapon against Russia.” 

While the new study, 
reflects the conclusions of 1,702 
qualified and representative ob- 
servers of opinion abroad, re- 
mueh that is extremely 
favorable to the United States, 
widespread criticism is made of 
American “institutions” such as 
Hollywood. The movies. for 
example; may be ou: worst pos- 
ible ambassador to Europe, as 
many observers believe that 
Hollywood is “convincing in- 
creasing numbers of Europeans 
that America consists of gang- 
sters, sadisis, pin-up girls, cow- 
boys and skyscrapers.” 

In our favor, however, and 
symbolic of ultimate victory in 
the Cold War are such facts as 
three out of every four peo 
ple in ERP countries believe 
“Russia is plotting to dominate 
surope.”’ American propaganda 
is believed to be more reliable 
than Russian “news,” the survey 
Snows But more than one-fifth 
of t.e people believe that the 
U. S. is plotting war a,ainst 
Russia and an almost equal 
number believe Russia and the 

S. to be equally at fault. 

Europe's faith in the Marshall 
Plan is confirmed by this sur- 
vey, which also shows that 
there is firm belief in the free 
dom of our elections and confi- 
dence that we protect the rights 
and freedoms of the individual 
Mort, but by no means all, feel 
that we are “as generous as we 
can afford to be.”

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Economy Gets

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Tax Pressures From the Free Riders 


A telephone call reminded us it is not 
only foreigners who are confused by our 
democratic processes. 


A lady telephoned with this question: 


“I try to vote in all elections and I 
voted last April against any new taxes. I 
thought that election was held on the 
issue of taxes and the people voted three 
to one against any additional taxation. 
What I don’t understand is how, after the 
people voted against it, the »Legislature 
can ignore the results and go ahead and 
vote new taxes?” 


It is a fair question and an obvious 
one. There are red faces and uncomfort- 
able minds in the Legislature and the 
Governor’s office. 

The “election” of April was not really 
an election. The Atlanta Constitution 
pointed out at the time that it was merely 
a device to allow the Legislature an excuse 
for refusing to vote new taxes to support 
the Minimum Foundation Plan for schools, 
and for roads and so on. We tried to make 
it plain it was not an election, and that 
its result, whatever it might be, would 
have no legal binding on any one. 

It was a straw vote and the people 
voted heavily against new taxes. 

The next question is, “What happened 
to change the mind of the Governor and 
the Legislature?”—who joined in saying, 
after the April vote, the people had spo- 
ken and there would be no new taxes. 


There were two forces which caused the 
change of mind. Because of the addition 
of more persons to the old-age pension 
rolls, and the absence of extra money, it 
was necessary to reduce the old-age pen- 
sions and initiate an attempt to take off 
the rolls those illegally there and also 
those whose children and immediate rela- 
tives were able to care for them. . Sec- 
ondly, in the counties which do not collect 
their own taxes, but which exist entirely 
or in great degree off what is paid them 
by the State, it became obvious the schools 
would have difficulty opening and remain- 
Ing open. 

For example, 74 counties pay no sup- 
plemental teacher salary at all. Of the 
two, the old-age pension situation was the 
more acute. 


Watermelon King 


Georgia is leading the Nation when it 
comes to growing watermelons. 

According to a survey made by the 
Georgia Crop Reporting Service, our 
State’s indicated 13,800,000 melons for 1949 
will top Texas, the runnerup, by at least 
two million. 


The people from these counties came 
hurrying to the Governor, saying, “Gover- 
nor, you are going to get beat down there 
if you don’t do*something about the old 
people and the school.” 

What they meant, of course, was they 
were going to lose out themselves if some- 
thing wasn’t done and they were, by their 
trip to Atlanta, shifting the blame to the 
Governor. They could go back home and 
piously, if hypocritically, say, “Folks, I did 
all I could do. I went to see the Gover- 
nor. It’s up to him.” 

Politics, basically, is the science of get- 
ting elected. 

That, in brief, is why we have a special 
session, and that is why we have the spec- 
tacle of the Legislators all saying they are 
against new taxes, but this is an emer- 
gency, and they must have them. 

It isn’t an emergency. If so, it is an 
old one of many years’ standing. It won't 
be cured by the new taxes now being 
voted. It is a stopgap method, employed 
to bridge over until the primary and elec- 
tions of 1950 can be got out of the way. 

The legislative session of January, 1951, 
will be the likely time for the necessary 
new foundation—complete tax revision. 

The Atlanta Constitution has not urged 
a sales tax at this meeting because such a 
tax suddenly thrown on business and the 
people would be harmful and unwise. 
What the people fear most is a sales tax 
imposed on what they already pay and, to 
tell the truth, there are those who want 
todo that. When a sales tax comes it must 
replace something and it must, as State 
Auditor B, E. Thrasher so wisely said, be 
co-ordinated with an income tax and dis- 
pense with the State collection of ad va- 
lorem taxes. Before anything new can 
come careful revision and elimination must 
be had. 

Keep in mind this—from the State Au- 
ditor—only about 30 percent of Georgia’s 
citizens PAY ANY TAXES AT ALL. 
peventy percent are free riders. It is 
from this group, which pays nothing, that 
comes the increasing demands for free 
services, 

Revision is necessary. Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher’s plan makes the only tax sense 
we have seen. 


Texans are not going to like that, plac- 
ing second in anything. 

But there’s only one thing they can do 
about it—raise more watermelons. 

Until they do, Georgia is proud to 
claim the title, “Watermelon State of the 
Nation.” 


Georgians and North Carolina 


Georgia’s Legislature, now in session, 
might look at the latest report of the Na- 
tional Planning Commission. Industry is 
moving South. North Carolina is getting 
most of it. 

Why? North Carolina has a sound tax 
system which isn’t changed every two 
years and which requires no special ses- 
sions. North Carolina stands at the head 
of Coastal States between Delaware and 


Florida. It had a population of 3,761,300 
as of 1948. 

It had retail sales above those of other 
States; it has the best system of roads and 
schools and has but recently voted a bond 
issue of $200,000,000 for roads and $25.- 
000,000 for schools. The plans call for pav- 
ing 12,000 miles of rural roads and an all- 
weather surface on 35,000 additional miles. 
Rural schools will get the $25,000,000.

Sidelights on the Special Session 


Personal interests of some solons in bills, hotel maneuverings, and other interesting information 
were disclosed when some new members of the House unknowingly violated House rules against 
exposing private conversations and committee discussions. 


When Rep. John Hood, of Chatham, was fight- 
ing the tax increase on gasoline, Rep. Leon Ay- 
cock, of Jenkins, asked if Hood didn’t operate a 
U-Drive-It outfit. . Hood did. Then Hood retalli- 
ated by asking Aycock if he didn't sell gasoline 
to the State. Aycock did. 

“Didn’t you promise Melvin Thompson last 
night you would vote against this bill?” asked 
Aycock. 


“I may have told Mr. Thompson I planned 
to fight the bill,” Hood replied. “I'll ask you, 
though, if I didn’t meet Mr. Thompson in your 
hotel room.” 


At this point, Speaker Pro Tem George Smith 
cited the rule against relating private conver- 
sations. 

Rep. Reginald Trice, of Bibb County, sur- 
prised observers when he voted in favor of in- 
creasing the gasoline tax. Trice is a gasoline 
distributor himself. 

While Thompson has been here all week con- 
ferring with Legislators to fight Gov. Talmadge's 
bills, Talmadge took a hand in killing the sales 
tax in the first Senate test. Executive Secretary 
Benton Odum and others from the Governor's 
office were conspicuous on the Senate floor dur- 
ing discussion of the sales tax. Rep. Frank 
Myers and other sales tax proponents were up 
before daybreak buttonholing Senators seeking 
support of the bill. 

Rep. Hugh McWhorter charged that the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Georgia Petroleum 
Retailers’ Association are lobbying—that'’s his 

t the move to eliminate a two per- 
cent discount to retailers. Lobbying is illegal 
in Georgia. Organizations may have “legislative 


' 


representatives” to contact solons—provided these 
“legislative representatives” register with the Sec- 
retary of State and pay a $250 fee for each firm 
they represent. Georgia apparently has no “legis- 
lative representatives” today, since there have 
been no registrations since 1941. 


Some observers who have noticed the 
activity in the Capitol corridors and ‘hotel 
rooms during a legislative session believe the 
State could go a long ways towards financing 
its emergency if it enforced its law on “legis- 
lative representatives.” 


A tax bill does more than any other piece of 
legislation to make a Legislator independent from 
the Governor. Many who had followed Talmadge 
before k.ft him this session. 

It is good to see solons vote their convictions. 
However, there still exists to some extent in the 
Legislature the political alignment on voting on 
every bill—regardless of the merits or demerits 
of the measure. Back in 1947, when two men 
claimed the Governor’s chair, a group of ardent 
Talmadge backers voted for more taxes when 
Talmadge sat in the Governor’s chair and op- 
posed them when Thompson was proclaimed 
Acting Governor. At the same time, a group of 
Thompson men voted “no” on new revenue bills 
when Talmadge was occupying the office, and 
voted “yes” when Thompson was in. 

During the past week, some anti-Talmadge 
solons who heretofore have been known as pro- 
gressive spenders on government, have cried for 
economy—and some penny-pinching Talmadge 
supporters have spoken out for new taxes and 
new services,

The Veneer 
Ot Peace Is Thin 


A lady who is given to writing me in a 

dogmatic manher has propounded the query: 

“What would Christ do if He were to come 

back to earth and see it standing as an armed camp, with war 
imminent?” 

I am not one of those persons with a private pipeline to the 
Throne, and so I do not know. But I will hazard the guess He 
would not be greatly surprised at that aspect of it. The somewhat 
bitter truth is the Prince of Peace was born within earshot of the 
voices of Roman sentries and the sound of marching troops. His 
infant eyes, as soon as they learned to focus, must have gazed 
with ¢uriosity at the hot Mediterranean sun, reflected from the 
breastplates of soldiers of the Legions, and at their forts with the 
banners flying above them. As He grew into childhood He must 
have stood by the roadside, with the boy’s thrill at seeing soldiers, 
and watched, wide-eyed, the passing of Roman patrols, the rolling 
might of chariots, hearing the clatter of the short, vicious swords 
of the fort soldiers, and seen the sheen of the sun on their lance 
points.

Rome had come into possession of Palestine about 65 years be- 
fore the birth of Christ.

Indeed, 
the last sight His conscious eyes must have seen was that of the 
bored detail of Roman soldiers, in a land alien to them, assigned 
at the site of the Crucifixion to prevent any disorder and halt 


any demonstrations. 


Normal I write this because man is forever peering backw ard, 
saying that this: present world is sinful and given to 
evil and to war and that we should turn back to the days and the 
faith of old. 

Well. the taith by which we live was born within sight and 
sound of the conquering, occupying army. Its first believers were 
to be jailed and killed by soldiers. It was a faith which was to 
be carried by invading armies. It was to inspire crusades, battling 
bloodily to wrest the Holy Land from the Moslems. It as a faith 
that has known battle and death by armed violence to this day.

All To Improve 
Traftic Conditions 


I read in the news columns where the city 
construction department is proposing to widen 
certain downtown sidewalks, in the general cause 

of improving traffic conditions. 

I lay no claims to traffic engineering ability. Undoubtedly, the 
trained and experienced gentlemen at City Hall know far more 
about such problems than I. They probably have excellent reasons 
for their decision that wider sidewalks on some streets would con- 
tribute to the easier flow of traffic in our city. Pedestrian and 
automobile, presumably. 

Yet I can’t help recalling the time, not so very many years 
ago. when they were busy NARROWING sidewalks for better 
traffic conditions. - Not, to be sure, the same sidewalks they now 
propose to widen.. But downtown sidewalks, nonetheless. Of 
course. the truth is, probably, that a rule which applies to one 
street doesn’t: apply to another. Conditions vary and, while one 
may be too narrow, another may be too wide.

There Is Evidence wanted to narrow the sidewalks was that 
the great incréase in vehicular traffic and the need for greater 
street width for the faster flow of such traffic, together with the 
reduced ratio of pedestrian traffic, made it wise to cut down on 
the space taken up by the sidewalks and thus provide more space 
for the use of automobiles. 

Evidence of their activity in this project is very noticeable today 
if you walk, for instance, on Alabama or Hunter Streets, east of 
Whitehall. It is difficult on those sidewalks for two pedestrians 
to pass without jostling. 

It is obvious that the coming of the trackless trolleys, which 
require waiting passengers to wait on the sidewalks, has increased 
the demand for sidewalk space. So, perhaps we are in for a iot 
of activity to undo the work done when they narrowed the walk- 
ways. Maybe, though, they’ll decide that, while wider walks are 
advisable on, say, Broad Street, the narrow ones are all right tor 
Alabama and Hunter. “I’m no expert, as said. So, I wouldn’t know. 


Always this traffic problem, as a whole, 
Constant Problem is with us. Atlanta’s streets were 
inally laid out in such haphazard fashion, traffic congestion 
inevitable. 

When I first arrived in this city in 1912, the project then pro- 
posed—later carried out—was to take the “humps” out of Peach- 
tree, Ivy, Courtland Streets. As they were then, they were such 
a succession of hills they resempled scenic railways at a fair ground. 

Well, they cut off the humps. And for years an old house at 
the southeast corner of Peachtree and Baker stood in grounds 
which were at a 10 or 12-foot higher altitude than the street levels. 

We used to have a dream of a day when the “railroad gash” 
through the heart of Atlanta would be covered over with an at- 
tractive plaza. I see, now, that is at last in process of realization. 
If that famous old architect, Haralson Bleckley, knows of it he 
must be happy, for it was his lifelong ambition. And the late 
Clark Howell, Sr.. fought for it steadily through editorials in The 
Constitution.

Many Steps It took many steps to make the plaza possible. 

First was the long, long struggle to gain the 
approval of the Legislature for the construction of the Pryor Street 
and Capitol Avenue viaducts. Opposition was too strong for many 
sessions to get the bill through.

But it is not only on Grady’s account that 
the U. S. Ambassador to Chile holds The Con- 
stitution in great affection and respect.

The Chileans love him, even though he 
doesn’t speak their language.

One of the stories Chileans like to tell is of 
the time, some years back, when there was a 
eonflict between Chilean and U. S. nitrate in- 
terests. A delegation of local officials, carrying 
brief cases packed with documents 4nd attended 
by five technical authorities, flew to Washing- 
ton to confer with the President and those rep- 
resenting the other side of the controversy at 
the White House. : 

“Ae soon as we got there, we knew we were 
licked.” one of the Chileans tells it. “For who 
should we meet at the door but Bowers. No- 
body had said anything to him about our coming 
and we knew he must be up there to argue 
against us. We almost decided to call the whole 
thing off and take our licking. But before we 
had time to talk it over, the meeting was begun. 
It was one of those complicated affairs where 


both members of our delegation who understood 
English broke out in big grins. Not ‘til then 
did it dawn on me: Bowers was arguing OUR 
case. He had flown all the way to Washington, 
without saying a word to us, to help us present 
our arguments. He had the whole story right 
there in his head, three brief cases full of fig- 
ures, too, and he told it so wel] that when he 
was finished, none of the rest of us had open 
mouths.

family whose word once ruled empires, and 
made and broke kings. 

‘Welcome to my home,” he said. 

He led the way to a tiny terrace, level 
with the lawn, with moss growing. between 
its rough flagstones, Once he had lived in 
the grand manner in the ¢apitals of Europe— 
now his home was a rural cottage. 

Yet he spoke of eaeh with what seemed 
to be equal - pleasure, 

“Tl never make comparisons,” he said. “To 
do so is idle and useless. During the war 
millions of people knew extreme misery, want 
and death. I have nothing to complain of.” 

There were three great branches of the 
Rothschild family —-the Houses of London, 
Paris and Viénna. The Baron Eugene was 
of the Vienna branch—-and the great bulk of 
his fortune was in Hungary and Czecho- 
slovakia. All that was lost or useless now— 
locked in Soviet-controlled lands behind the 
Iron Curtain, 

In 1938, the Nazis took over Austria, and 
held his brother, Baron Louis, head of the 
Vienna House, for ransom. Baron Eugene and 
his relatives were forced to scrape up a 
stupendous sum to win his brother's freedom 

some said $20,750,000. The Baron himself 
would not say how much it was. 

In 1940, when the Nazis took Paris, they 
drove 14 trucks up to his Paris house—and 
took away all of his treasures, his works of 
art. Hermann Goering himself seized many 
of the best for his own use. 

His eyes lighted as he spoke of that Paris 
home, ~ 

“It was one of the finest in existence,”’ he 
said. ‘The French called it ‘La Belle Maison.’ 

“We had many treasures of art init. But 
it was not an art gallery—do you know what 
I mean? It was livable, comfortable—it was 
a home,” 

It was his wife, the Baroness Kitty——the 
former Kitty Wolff of Philadelphia, who had 
arranged the home.

The Baron purchased the Locust Valley 
estate in 1940—but after the Baroness Kitty 
died, he realized that he could no longer afford 
to live in its big master house. 

“TI rented the big house,’ Baron Eugene 
said, “and moved down here to the cottage.” 

As he spoke, the big house was again 
tenantless, but the Baron was looking for 
someone to take it on a new lease. In the 
cottage were many of the furnishings he and 
the Baroness Kitty had enjoyed in their Paris 
home. 

“After the Nazis were defeated,” he said, 
“J was able to recover many of my things.” 

Most prized objects in the cottage were 
those that Kitty had loved most. In his bed- 
room he kept many of her intimate posses- 
sions—jewel boxes, combs, pictures—laid out 
on little, inlaid tables, as she once kept them. 

His hands were gentle and caressing as 
he picked them up, one by one, to show them.

Inside, the new Longwood was to have a 
central room on each floor, eight-sided, with 
eight doors leading to eight outer sections. Each 
room had eight panels; downstairs the first 
object of furniture would be an eight-sided set- 
tee, from which everything would appear to 
radiate. 

Not a hallway could be found; whether this 
was something Moorish or arabesque or merely 
Nutt, nobody could tell. As the family explained, 
you would be able to walk about the house from

In 1860, the Nutts were also planning a won- 
der of wonders—-a system of indirect lighting, 
with mirrors. Haller installed large ones near 
the dome, and arranged glassed-over openings 
on each floor. On bright days every one of the 
30 rooms would be lighted as if by gas. 


N ARTIFICIAL lake was dug, and gardeners 

set out growths from abroad. Avenues of 
rees were planted, leading to spots in which the 
children, when they ..grew: up, were to erect 
Most of the exterior was finished, down to 
rackets, — Poche chimneys and onion-bulb 
tower. In Ireland, linens and laces were being 
woven; at Italian ports, marbles were collected. 
On the ground floor the Pennsylvania artisans 
plastered walls and installed marble mantels. 

Then, early one morning in~+1861, a horse- 
man raced up to Longwood. Haller received a 
telegram, and dropped his hand. Shooting had 
begun; there would be a war after all. He had 
ilmost finished his great work, but now he 
would have to stop. 

The Pennsylvanians looked at one another, 
dropped their hammers, stuck the paint brushes 
into the buckets, shucked off overalls and filed 
downstairs. They wanted to go home right away. 


Wearily Hater Nutt paid them off. 

Natchez had a new name for the new Long- 
wood~-Nutt’s Folly. Orders for costly supplies 
were countermanded; silver, laces and tapestries 
remained in far-off warehouses. Some furnish- 
ings arrived and were sent back, or fell into 
Federal hands to be confiscated. 

Several cancellations were too late. A marble 
Stairway arrived from Italy, with several statues 
that would have been placed in the empty niches 
along the walls. Julia and Haller Nutt stared at 


them and sighed; the statues ended up eventu- 


ally in Northern museums. 

Reluctantly, Haller and Julia summoned 
their slaves to board over the upper windows 
and other openings of their Nutt’s Folly. Inside 
the lowest floor was ready; above stood the 
empty interior, skeleton-like, only the frame- 
work extending to the dome,

would come, some day, and they would finish. 
They y assembled some of their furnishings and 
moved into the lowest floor. It had been intended 
for a basement, with billiard room, wine cellar, 
playroom for the children, The dim, damp place 
now became the family residence. 

Friends said it was like living in a tomb. 
Every time he went to the upper section, Haller 
saddened; eventually he went there no more. 
Birds and bats found their way through crevices 
in the tower, and frequently the family heard 


noises, the settling of timbers, chirpings of spar-... 


rows, moaning of the wind. 

The growing children took friends to point 
to the niches for statuary that had never been 
installed. Then they showed them other things: 
That room, still only scaffolding—it would have 
been finished in blue satin, the other in green. 
“Il Was going to have my room here, his on the 
other side , ’ After a time, the children, too, 
stayed downstairs. 

Haller maintained his Federal sympathy 
during the war; on some occasions he enter- 
tained the J’nion commanders, not endearing 
himself to ‘the local officials. A visitor during 
the war stared hard at his Nutt’s Folly, and 
wrote about it: “Mr. Nutt’s place reminded me 
very much of an English gentleman’s country 
seat, except that the house itself is rather like 
a pagoda. 2 

Before the war ended, Haller Nutt died, and 
now the capable Julia took over and did probably 
as well as her husband might have done, or 
better. During the hostilities part of their prop- 
erty had been damaged; and now Julia went to 


‘work to win reimbursement. 


SSUMING the care of the family, Julia moved 
between, Natchez and Washington, pressin 
claims for war damages. The artificial lake dried 
up, and the RL, begun so grandly, went 
to waste. 
Julia won a little, lost a little: she fought on 
through the years. And, though her friends 


-urged her to give up the odd house, she would 


not do so. She had conceived it; she would stay 
there, and they’d see-—-some day it would be 
finished. She remained for years, but she was 
wrong in one thing. When she @ied it was still 
as it had always been, still Nutt’s Folly. 

The years added an eerie look, a pervasive 
sadness. The place took on almost a spectral air. 
The approach was by a twisting passage through 
the woods, along the last remnants of foreign 
plantings, 

Today it is still like that. Inside is the dark 
basement, filled with good pieces of furniture. 

Parts of the ornate designs have fallen away : 
the old steeple was riddled by woodpeckers and 
has fallen away. Where the marble stairway 
would have been there is a wide gap. 

Inside birds and bats and wasps have taken 
over the incomplete floors. Members of the Nutt 
family, and their descendants, have never given 
up the place; they stay there with determina- 
tion and earnestness. Above the basement floor 
all is an abandoned stage setting. 

In one room is the scene abandoned by the 
workmen, Paint boxes stand in places, brushes 
stuck in the congealed stuff; sawhorses with 
overalls over them remain where they were 
dropped. It all tells the story of blond Julia who 
got what she wanted in life-—even an unfin- 
ished, eight-sided Oriental error.

However, Mrs, Estelle C. Silo Howe, who in-

“It is one of his dogmas that ‘burning lights 
is burning money’ and he required that all the 
lights in the house be extinguished except for 
one in the foyer and the light over my bed 
which latter I was permitted to use only while 
reading. When he went from one room to an- 
other, he did so with the aid of a flashlight. His 
silence and the darkness he insisted upon created 
an eerie, mausoleum-like atmosphere in our 
home.,’’ 

The silence, she said, dated from early in 
1947 when, immediately after dinner, he retired 
to his bedroom: or his photographic darkroom 
and left her completely alone each evening. She 
said he had already ejected her from the master 
bedroom they shared and had piled her bed with 
stacks of books so that she could not return. 

For more than a year, Mrs. Howe complained, 
the doctor didn’t take her to the theatre. the 
movies, to visit friends or even to dinner except 
on one Thursday which she remembered only 
too clearly. 

“The maid was out and I did not feel like 
cooking dinner,” sbe recalled.

HEN baby George was 11 months old his 
W mother left him one day in his carriage 
in front of a florist shop while she 

turned her back to look at the flowers. 

A moment later the baby created a flurry of 
attention from passers—by climbing to the rim 
of the carriage and straddling it in an all-fours 
position, 

His mother was neither alarmed nor aston- 
ished, however. Raising himself on all fours 
was a favorite stunt of George’s. A sturdy, 
healthy child, he took delight in running around 
on the floor on his hands and feet, like a little 
four-legged animal. 

A month later, when he was a year old, he 
suddenly stood up and began walking upright. 
At intervals, for the next two years, he would 
start running on all fours again when in a hurry 
or in high spirits. 

Some years ago Dr, Ales Hrdlicka, anthropol- 
ogist of the Smithsonian Institution in Washing- 
ton, made an investigation of such cases as baby 
George’s in a study of more than 300 children 
who had developed the habit of running on all 
fours. He found that more boys than girls were 
prone to the quadruped style of running and 
climbing. They were all exceptionally healthy 
and above the average in intelligence. 

The study convinced Dr. Hrdlicka that the 
use of the posture of four-footed animals. by 
young children is a form of characteristically 
animal-like behavior, in no way due to physical 
or mental deficiencies. All it shows is that man 
is related in the structure and in the working of 
his body to pre-human animals. 

But the erect posture is man’s unique privi- 
lege, the key to his progress. The pre-historic man 
who left the tree, where he had learned to sit 
upright, came down to the ground to find more 
food and gained immeasurably by more fully 
developing his erect position. No longer com- 
pelled to keep his gyes on the ground, his vision 
was enlarged, his hands were freed for the in- 
vention and use of tools and weapons. -Adjust- 
ments had to be made in the entire body skele- 
ton; the spine, legs, feet, hands were all changed. 

The jaw receded, the head was raised, rounded 
and tilted forward so that the eyes came to- 
gether, acquired stereoptic vision and ability to 
see in front and all around. The increase in the 
size of the brain was enormous. 

The new engineering of the body, charac- 
teristic of man as distinguished from the nearest 
ape, was not done in a day; the job hasn't been 
finished, despite improvements in more than 
1,000,000 years. Dr. Franz Weidenreich, of the 
American Museum of Natural History, has 
pointed out that although the total size of the 
human brain has not changed in 100,000 years, 
the shape of the brain has become rounder - 
which has allowed greater elaboration of brain 
structures and mental abilities. 

Such are the gains from the erect posture. 
Medical specialists, however, find many troubles

growth and form, the famed British scientist, 
Sir D’Arcy W,.

All the materials and parts of the body tend 
to collapse, and must be held up by the energy 
produced with the assimilation of food and by 
other bodily resources.

Since man will not give up the erect posture, 
he must learn to avoid doing things which 
weaken the engineering devices by which the 
body maintains the upright physique. Postural 
care must begin as early as possible, when the 
baby’s framework is being shaped. 

At each stage of development safeguards 
for correct sitting and standing posture have 
to be employed. In children and adults over- 
weight adds to the burdens of the postural in- 
sufficiencies, acquired or inborn. Lifting heavy 
weights by weak youngsters or by relatively 
old persons is often foolishly hazardous. 

_ Having learned, if necessary from a physi- 
Clan, the correct sitting and standing posture, 
everyone should make an effort to train the 
body for it. The child at school needs the right 
kind of seat, and games and exercises to build 
up posturally important muscles. 

___ The child’s clothing should be simple, allow- 
ing freedom of adjustment. Suspenders should 
rest near the roots of the neck, not on the points 
of the shoulders, Shoes must be properly fitted. 
Those with rubber heels have been found to be 
beneficial, Women’s shoes should be neither too 
high, nor too low; each case is different. Above 
all, good diet, exercise and other measures of 
health are vital for proper postural strength.

This brief hallway en- 
counter took place more 
than-58 years ago and the 
rebuffed young man was 
Stephen P. Cabot, a mem- 
ber of Boston’s. distin- 
guished Cabot clan. He was 
only.

Since then he has de- 
voted his whole life to 
helping others solve their 
marital problems. He has 
also helped a number of 
lonely persons to find hus- 
bands or wives, 

Though he has no. phi- 
losophy degree and had no 
special training in psychol- 
ogy, he has handled more 
than 3,000 cases—-75 per 
cent of them successfully. 

The “fellow .who helps 
other people” got started 
after visiting the home of 
a classmate. A brilliant 
student, the classmate was 
working his way through 
Harvard University. Young 
Cabot was .distressed by 
the conditions in his home 
and neighborhood. 

Remembering his visit, 
Cabot said recently he re- 
solved then to dedicate his 
future to serving people 
less fortunate than himself. 

Though -he inherited a 
large fortune and a secure 
place in society, he was not 
contented with the pattern 
of life usually followed by 
one in his position.

England jingle which runs:

The 81-year-old Bostonian made it clear that 
the jingle did not apply to all the members of 
his family. 

“We Cabots are considered snobs by some 
people,” he said. “That's a misconception. I, 
for one, love people.” 

Yet for ail his interest in other people’s mar- 
riages, Stephen Cabot remained a bachelor him- 
self. He lived alone in his Beacon Hill apart- 
ment, high over Charles River, eating out most 
of the time and employing only a woman to 
clean up the place once a week. 

A distinguished, friendly irdividual, he often 
told of a man who once approached him on 
Boston Common and asked for a quarter. 

The man had obviously been drinking and 
Cabot chided him and said he wouldn't give 
him anything. 

“Well,"’ said the man, “it’s like this. Id 
have to have a few drinks before I could ask a 
guy for anything.” . 

Cabot’'s first voluntary work was in Boston's 
tenement house districts.

his parents and his seven brothers and sisters.

In 1926 he joined the 
Family Society of Greater Boston, an organiza- 
tion devoted to solving domestic relations prob- 
lems, and worked for it, without pay, from 
then on. 

A girl who attempted suicide told him one 
day:

Any chance I 
might have had for marriage has passed.” 

Cabot persuaded her to move to New York 
and’ had her admitted to a secretarial school 
without charge.

Another girl suffered a mental and physical 
breakdown after being jilted by her fiance. Cabot 
helped her change her entire outlook and then 
introduced her to one of the young volunteer 
workers in the Family Society.

A 52-year-old woman once came to Cabot for 
help. She told him how her 26-year marriage 
was about to break up. When her children came 
she had devoted her whole attention to them. 

Negiected, her husband had taken to drink 
and staying away from home. For years they 
had hardly spoken. Now her children had grown 
up and married and she was alone, | 

Cabot got the couple together, advised the 
husband his wife still loved him but was re- 
sentful because of his lack of attention. He 
told the wife she must stop being resentful and 
forget the past. Then he arranged for them to 
attend shows and concerts together. They en- 
joyed each other’s companionship so much that 
by the end of a month they were sure they were 
in love again. 

Cabot’s long years of service and his faith 
in humanity were rewarded by his elevation in 
1939 to the presidency of the Family Society. It 
was a merited honor for the “fellow who helps — 
other people.”

ANNIE WARD says it happened this way: 
She was in Egypt (Fannie says) and of an 
evening she walked over the cool, mysterious 
sands, gleaming softly silver beneath the moon. 

Far, far she wandered (Fannie says), lost in 
dreams of the romance of that ancient land, 
caressed by the warm, scented desert breezes, 
until a shadow loomed in her path. Looking up, 
she saw the timeless, enigmatic face of that old- 
est of the world’s mysteries, the Sphinx. 

Remembering the countless centuries that 
have passed since it was carved by the hands of 
long-dead workmen from the unyielding granite, 
Fannie cried out: 

“Oh Sphinx—-you to whom the secrets of all 
time are known—you to whom the centuries 
seem but as a single day——have you no message 
for me—-can you not speak even a single word 
for me?’”’ 


As she spoke, a tremor shook the great face, 


the stony features softened, the lips parted and 
a sound came forth (Fannie says)——the sound of 
a single word: 
“Mother !”’ 
* . * 

That’s the way Fannie Ward tells it. 

But Fannie must be stretching the truth. 
Even Fannie Ward can’t be that old——-not old 
enough to be the Sphinx’s mother. 

There’s some evidence, in fact, that Fannie, 
the perpetual flapper, the little girl who wouldn't 
grow old, was born as recently as 1872. Another 
guess would be 1868. 

When you ask Fannie -about it, she laughs, 
and says: “Oh, I guess I’m about 75—-maybe 
76. What difference does it make?” 

Looking at the pert, diminutive Fannie, it 
doesn’t make any difference at all. She ignores 
time and age; and she’s proud of it. She wanted 
you to see how she looks now-—so the night 
before this story was written, Fannie had a pic- 
ture taken at the Stork Club in New York City. 

She brought it with her when she came—a 
vision of loveliness in blue suit, blue hat, blue 
shé6es and gloves——-to The American Weekly office. 
Sherman Billingsley, the Stork Club’s owner, had 
attested to its authenticity——certifying that (a) 
it was taken when Fannie said it was, and that 
(b) it was actually a picture of Fannie. 

Fannie was 15 when she started on the stage, 
playing the role of “Cupid” in “Pippino” %n 
Broadway. That was back in the 19th century 
and the records indicate that it may have been 
1884, the year Grover Cleveland first went to the 
White House. Your great-grandfather may have 
seen her, and have been entranced by her as 
thousands of others were. , 


HAT first stage role marked a sharp turn in 

Fannie’s life. She was born Fannie Ward 
Buchanan in St. Louis, where her father, John 
Buchanan, was a Sunday School superintendent. 

He didn’t approve of Fannie’s ambitions when 
Fannie won a local contest, and headed toward 
Broadway and an interview with Dan Frohman, 
who launched so many stars on their stage 
careers. Fannie’s mother went with her—-and 
when she accepted a part in “Pippino,”’ her 
father refused to see her again. 

“Disgraceful,”’ he called it. 

But there hasn't been anything disgraceful in 
Fannie’s life. It’s been gay and exciting, packed 
with fun and adventure. For more more than 35 
years, Fannie Ward has been happily married to 
her second husband, Jack Dean-——once known as 
“The Handsomest Man in America. ’ 

Fannie’s daughter married a British noble- 
man, Lord Plunkett. Queen Elizabeth became 
godmother to Fannie’s grandson, the present 
Lord Plunkett, seventh baron in an historical 
line of Irish noblemen, and equerry to King 
George VI. 

It was Dan Frohman who shortened her name 
to Fannie Ward from Fannie Ward Buchanan. 

“That's too big a name for a little girl like 
you,” he said. 

Fannié was an immediate success on the 
stage. By the time she was 17, she was appear- 
ing, with a {hree-vear contract, as leading lady 
in the comedy “Cheer Boys, Cheer” at the Drury 
Lane Theatre in London-——the premier theatre 
of the world. ° 

At 17, Fannie was also shattering other 
precedents. Even in England, in those days, 
actors and actresses hadn’t attained the social 
acceptance they enjoy today. Fannie and her 
mother caused a minor sensation when they 
decided to take a small apartment not far from 
Buckingham Palace. They were about to sign 
the lease when the agent for the house realized 
who his tenants were.

Fannie’s daughter, Dorothy Mabel Lewis, was 
born of that marriage, which finally ended..in 
divorce. Later Fannie married Jack Dean, 

On Dec. 4, 1922, Doro- , 
thy married Terence 
Conyngham, the sixth 
baron Plunkett — and 
was received in the 
highest social circles. 

“The night King 
George VI was 
crowned,” Fannie said, 
“he gave a ball at Buck- 
ingham Palace. He 


danced the first dance with his Queen-—and then 


“commanded Dorothy to come to the throne. He 


danced with her—and she was the only girl he 
danced with that night.” 

Fannie’s eyes sparkled as she spoke of Dor- 
othy’s triumph. Listening to her, you forgot all 
the sophisticated, romantic stories they tell 
about her. You were conscious of her only as a 
proud, adoring American mother. —— 

Soon Fannie herself was presented to the’ 
Queen. And Fannie’s poise and confidence de- 
serted her. She felt as self-conscious as the 
awkward Sunday School girl she once had been. 
And she was guilty of a terrible oversight. _ 

“T was so thrilled at meeting her—so im- 
pressed with her sweet beauty that I com- 
pletely forgot to curtsy,” Fannie said.. ‘When I 
remembered, after a few minutes conversation, I 
was so embarrassed that I didn’t hear a word 
the Queen was saying. 

“The next. day Dorothy called on me. She 
was furious. She asked: | 

“Mother, how could you do such a thing?’ 

“I told her how it had happengd. Dorothy 
drove to the palace and apologized to the Queen. 
I rode along, and sat outside in Dorothy's car 
while she went in. 

“Dorothy seemed to stay in the palace for 
ages——and I was in agony. But when she came 
out at last, she was smiling. | 

“The Queen was'very gracious,’ Dorothy told 
me. ‘She said she didn’t even notice that you 
didn’t even curtsy. 

“‘She said you were charming. 

Those were joyous days—but tragedy stalked 
closely behind them. Within a year Lord and 
Lady Plunkett were killed in California—-trapped 
in the cabin of a small plane which crashed in a 
fog and burst into flames. . ; 

The blow was a heavy one to Fannie Ward 
for she had been devoted to her daughter.

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“Another guest said, in a low voice:

On 
Jan. 5, 1922, Sir Ernest Shackleton succumbed to 
an attack of angina pectoris aboard the Quest- 
and was buried by members of his expedition on 
South Georgia Island.

sandy Key, and 
anchored. ‘Transferring to 
the skiff, the fishermen 
motored around the area, 
returned to the Evelyn K for 
dinner and retired at 10 
p,m, 

j Snider and Woods were 
up early next morning, fished 
about a mile and a half from 
the boat, returned for lunch 
and then took a nap. 

At 5 p. m., Snider, Trotter 
and Frazier boarded the skiff and chugged back 
to the fishing grounds, a mile and a quarter 
from the yacht; while Boido, Woods and Miller 
remained on the Evelyn K, 

The point where they anchored was less than 
a half mile from shore and in only four feet of 
water. All three could swim but even if they 
couldn't they would have been able to wade 
ashore. Trotter knew these waters as well as he 
knew the Hialeah race track. From the yacht, 
the three who remained aboard could see Snider 
casting continuously, through their binoculars. 

Darkness set in at.6:30 p. m., blotting out 
the view for the men aboard the yacht. Snider 
and his two friends had planned to be back 
aboard the yacht at 7 p. m. When the skiff did 
not appear by that time, Miller turned on all the 
cabin lights as well as the revolving searchlight 
above the deck house, which cast its beams for 


Several miles. Three _red flasher lights, spaced 


to cover a 12-mile distance, sent out their reas- 
suring signals to Trotter, aboard the skiff, who 
knew where they were located and could get his 
bearings accordingly. 

A mild breeze sprang up about § p. m., which 
freshened to winds of about 30 miles an hour. 
When Snider's launch failed to show up at about 
9 o'clock, Mr. Miller notified the Coast. Guard 


.and a search was instituted. 


Next morning Coast Guard, Navy and Army 
planes and commercial blimps covered the area, 
but there was no trace of the missing skiff.

who saw the fishing party before it was swal- 


lowed up, as if by a sea monster, and the baf- 
fing evidence of their skiff, found eight days 
later, beached on tiny Rabbit Key, 10 miles 
south of. Everglades City. 


The three persons who last saw the missing 
party were Luther Woods, a mullet fisherman on 
sandy Key, who said he watched the tiny skiff 
pull anchor just before dark and start toward 
the yacht; Capt. C. F. Smith, of the motorship 
Junalaska, who reperted the party was not in 
distress when he sailed within half a mile just 
as darkness was closing in; and Capt. Jack Mar- 
tin, who passed the skiff in his boat shortly be- 
fore seven p. m., and said it was still anchored. 

The skiff when found was undamaged. The 
outboard motor and oars were missing, but the 
oarlocks were in place. Small footprints that 
could have been Snider's were discovered on a 
near-by key a few days later and bloudhounds 
were put on the scent but to no.avail. 

Two months later, Mrs. Snider's maid, en- 
gaged in packing the missing jockey’s clothes 
for shipment home, found $4,000 in cash and 


a check for $295 in a shirt Snider had worn. 
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Bloodhounds Were Put on 
the Trail of Footprints That 
Could Have Been Snider's. 


Mrs. Snider had no knowledge of its existence. 
Where this came from has never been explained. 

That an excellent swimmer such as Snider, 
who knew his way around the keys, especially 
when accompanied by Trotter the trainer, should 
drown in four feet of water a half mile from 
shore, even if the water became rough, seems 
incredible. That the bodies wouldn't have been 
washed ashore along with the skiff if this fate 
had overtaken the trio is just as hard to believe. 

If the skiff had been swamped, it hardly 
would have been beached a week later. 

With the nation’s underworld concentrated 
in the Miami area during the winter racing sea- 
jockeys are constantly being approached 
by gangland betting syndicates and offered big 
money to ride to their orders. Al Snider was 
a Straight shooter.

About five feet above the nightshirted body, on the wall at the riecht of the 


doorway between the reception room and the alcove, was the bloody impressi 
of a hand—undoubtedly the hand of the killer. 
However, the science of fingerprint identification had not vet come int 


its own in this country, so Superintendent Jourdan merely remarked that i 
appeared to be “the hand of a gentleman’ (because the fingers were lon 
and slim!) and gave this clue no further thought. 

The murderer apparently had been in no hurry to escape after his savage 
assault, for there was blood on the shirt from which the fud had hee 
removed, and he had taken time to wash his hands in the bow! on the dresse: 

Jourdan reasoned that Nathan must have been awakened by someo) 
tampering with the safe, that he had gotten up to investigate and heen met 
by a blow which stunned him. 

Thus he had not cried out, the police official said, but’ in a semi- 
condition had grappled with the intruder, who had then hit hin | 


Nathan had been struck 14 blows, some 
of them after he had fallen. 

Within 24 hours, rewards totaling 
$47,000, a most sizable sum in those 
days, had been offered; $30,000 for the 
discovery of the murderer and’ the bal 
ance for the various stolen articles, and 
for the tracing of the death weapon. 

That the crime deeply stirred all 
sections of the community can be under- 

tood from these facts: 
BENJAMIN NATHAN, born in New 
York in 1813, the son of a noted 
mily, had for many years been one al 
the ifluential members of the 
New York Stock Exchange, which his 
father helped to found. 

Apart from his wealth, he was known 
as a devout, kindly and honorable man. 
lle had retired from active business 
several years before, turning his broker 
age and private banking Interestsy over 
to Frederick and Washington, in order 
to devote himself to philanthropy. 

In the May before his death, he had 
gone with Mrs. Nathan and six of their 
eight children to their summer home in 
Morristown, N. J. The town. house, a 
richly furnished brownstone mansion, 
had since been in the hands of uphol- 
sterers and decorators, but Il rederick 
and Washington had continued to reside 
there, being attended by the housekeeper, 
Mrs. Ann Kelly, and her 25-year-old son, 
William, both of whom also lived on the 
premises, 

On Thursday, July 28, Nathan had 
come to the city, spent several hours in 
the financial district, then, late in the 
afternoon, had notified Mrs, Kelly that 
he would remain overnight. The next 
day was the anniversary of his mother’s 
death, which meant that he and the boys 
would pay their respects to her memory 
at the synagogue early in the morning. 

Nathan had told Mrs. Kelly not to 
prepare a room for him .on the third 
lloor,.and so she had fixed up a make- 
shift bed of four mattresses in the recep- 
tion room, But for this shift in the 
household's usual sleeping arrangements, 
it seemed likely although not neces- 
sarily certain-——that no harm would have 
come to him, It depended, of course, on 
the all-important matter of motive.

F‘ IRRESTER was finally caught in Texas in the 

late summer of 1872, and taken back to New 
York, but the case against him never got any- 
where. For one thing, Ellis as a convict could 
not testify unless pardoned, and the governor 
refused to grant him a pardon. 

District Attorney Garvin said that he was 
“morally satisfied’ that Forrester was in New 
York at the time of the murder “and was con- 
nected with the offense,”’ yet he feared that ‘the 
technical facts would fail in making out a case,” 
and that the testimony against Forrester would 
not bear cross-examination, 

So Forrester was discharged—into the cus- 
tody of officers from Illinois, where he had once 
excelled as a safe-cracker. He allegedly offered 
to reveal the real murderer of Benjamin Nathan 
in exchange for a pardon from the governor of 
Llinois, but the offer was rejected. 

Washington Nathan, whom many persons 
continued to suspect, inherited $75,000 from his 
father, and further Sums from other relatives 
as they expired, but never seemed able to keep 
very long out of debt. 

When his mother died, leaving an estate of 
about $1,000,000, her will saw to it that he 
received only the income ($5,200) from a trust 
fund of $100,000, :

R. JOSEPH E. JANVRIN, physician for the 
Fifth Ave. Hotel, testified that he arrived 
at the house soon after 6:05 a.m. He said 
Nathan had been dead three or four hours, but 


admitted that death could have occurred as 
early as one a. m. 
Dr. John Beach, the coroner's physician, 


said he had made an examination of the room, 
and of the body, at two p. m., July 29. He said 
that some of the fingers of Nathan’s right hand 
were broken, that there were wounds on vari- 
ous parts of the body, three on the forehead 
and at least six on the back of the head. He 
expressed the belief that the body had been 


moved after death, and that the “dog” could 
have inflicted all the wounds. 
The inquest ended on Aug. 12, the jury 


reaching no verdict beyond it being a murder 
at the hands of a person or persons unknown. 

With the $47,000. reward still in dazzling 
effect, tips continued to pour in from far and 
near. 

A John T. Irving in a California jail asserted 
that he “knew plenty” about the murder, so he 
was taken to New York City for questioning, 
but it turned out that he’d mentioned the 
Nathan murder purely for the purpose of getting 
a free train ride to the big city. 

Information supplied by George Ellis, a 
eonvict in Sing Sing, offered somewhat more 
promise. | 

Ellis related that he and an underworld com- 
panion named Billy Forrester had planned, early 
that year, to rob the Nathan house, but he 
(Ellis) had been seized in connection with 
another offense before they could proceed with 
the project. He believed, however, that For- 
rester had gone ahead on his own, 


tion would be necessary for the removal of the 
bullet, 

Immediately the police got the idea of ques- 
tioning him about his father’s murder as he 
emerged from the anesthetic, their belief being 
that if there was guilt in him the anesthetic 
might bring it out. 

But the plan fell through. While the author- 
ities were still formulating the strategy of their 
attack, the bullet came out of its own accord, 

In 1884, Washington married the widowed 
dawghter of Col. J. H. Mapleton, an opera man- 
ager, and eight years later he died at Boulogne, 
France. He was then only 44, but his hair had 
turned snow white—another circumstance which 
provided food for the gossips. 

Most unsolved Manhattan murders include a 
“mystery woman” in the case, and the Nathan 
case was no exception, although she entered the 
picture with unprecedented tardiness. 

The story goes that, on the morning after 
the tragedy a woman with an establishment on 
27th St. called on Irene Macready at her place 
on 14th St. in a condition of great excitement 
and alarm. 


HIS woman told Irene that a_ beautiful 

Spanish girl, who resided with her, had left 
at 10 o'clock the fatal night, and had not re- 
turned until 3 a. m, 

Allegedly she had spent at least s6me of the 
intervening time in the Nathan house, to which 
she, also allegedly, had a key. 

‘There was murder done in that house last 
night!” Irene’s visitor supposedly said. “What 
shall I do about it?’ 

“Keep your mouth shut,” Irene was said to 
have counseled. ‘Nobody knows you, and I 
think Wash Nathan can prove an alibi by Clara 
Dale.” 

When and how did this come out? ° Well, 
Irene Macready had long since-gone to live with 
some nieces in a small town in New Hampshire. 
It was to these relatives she told the story while 
on her deathbed, 29 years after the event, and 
it was they who gave it to the world.
